Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 7, 9-1 1 and 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 7, 1 1 and 14, "each module of the set representing a technical solution 
usable in a layer of the communication network" is vague and indefinite because it's unclear 
what is constituted for each module and technical solution. 

"arrange said at least two modules of the set on top of each other ... the communication 
network to be formed" is vague and indefinite because it's unclear what is constituted for a 
module being on the top of another module in order to form a network, 

"a given module . . . below the given module" is vague and indefinite because it's imclear 
how a given module shares the resource with an adjacent module. 

"select altemative modules .... forming the communications network based on the 
modeling" is vague and indefinite because it's unclear what is constituted for altemative modules 
and how to compare the different technical solutions in order to form a commxmication network. 

Regarding claim 9, "technical solution" is vague and indefinite because it's unclear what 
is constituted for it. 

Regarding claim 10, 13, "routing of . . . the given module" is vague and indefinite because 
it's unclear what routes in the adjacent module are found in the given module.

Claim Rejections ' 35 use § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
' any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 7, 9-1 1 and 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter because the claimed invention is not limited to a 
practical application. Viewed as a whole, the claimed invention merely expresses a process for 
arranging the modules to form a communication network. Therefore, it does not impart any 
function to the processing system, i.e., the claimed invention is not practical applied. Instead, the 
claimed invention merely describes a process for arranging the modules to form a 
communication network. The other three § 101 classes of machine, compositions of matter and 
manufactures can be group as product claims, and the product classes have required physical 
structure or material. The claimed process does not itself perform any useful concrete and 
tangible resuU, i.e., no post solution activity, and thus does not fit within the definition of a 
machine. In addition, the claimed process is an abstract idea; therefore, the claimed process do 
not fall within the product classes, machine and composition of matter.
